Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest prior art, 
Alcorn, fails to disclose or render obvious, in combination with the other claimed limitations, the 
claimed method of authenticating gaming machine data, wherein the method comprises 
determining whether to hold a volatile programmable electronic device in a reset mode and if the 
reset mode is held, holding the plurality of operating contents of the volatile programmable 
electronic device as substantially empty upon a shut down phase of the gaming machine to 
disable communication between the central processing unit and memory device, and continuing 
to hold the volatile programmable electronic device in a reset mode until the system successfully 
confirms the comparison of a portion of data from the configuration file with data in the 
custodial file, and then permitting regular gaming operations. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance." 

Based on the foregoing, Examiner believes the claimed invention is nonobvious and 
hence, allowable.
